The 
handling of the material in the two volumes is identicali-each rhyme has its own illustra- 
tion - double spreads in gay postery colors, and double spreads in bold black and white. 
This is a book to read aloud with the pages open so the small listeners can see the pic- 
tures, for sometimes the quaint wording falls unfamiliarly on the ears of young moderns. 

The board binding does not lend itself to much handling - but the price is moderate. (2/3).

* Continuing in the fine tradition of her previous story books, Rose Dobbs now 
retells 20 stories about people and animals, "wise and foolish". She draws on numerous 
and varied sources to bring forth an imaginative compendium that will amuse and enter- 
tain as well as instruct listening youngsters. Aesop's Fables and the Talmud provide 
sources for two of these tales, but other unique sources are outlined in Miss Dobb's 
lucid introduction. The Magic Fiddle, for instance, was the creative outcome of the 
author's visit to the Brooklyn Academy of Music this year where a pantomine entitled 
Veslefrikk was direct inspiration for this story.

The statement serves as the thesis 
of the novel and is echoed by Thomas Grey's teacher, the Prince de Bary, one of Europe's 
most illustrious scientists: "...the poets of today are to be found in our laboratories 
.. they are peering into the bowels of matter and releasing the flames of the Apocalypse". 
The central issue involves the efforts of Grey and the Prince in resisting the forces of 
political expediency which would put the results of their research to destructive uses.

what the whites have and through early savings is able to get out of Cape Town slum life. 
He achieves the job of chauffeuring for the Freyer family, on their farm, maintains his 
civilty in spite of his desire to retaliate for slights to his color, arrives at an under- 
standing with the daughter Lorraine, and when the time comes leaves to make his start in 
crime.

HARVEST ON THE DON $5.00 


Against the Don steppes with their constantly changing beauty - and against 
tensions of human conflicts as the Don Cossacks inwardly resist collectivization to the 
end, the story continues to unfold. Back in 1934 when we reviewed And Quiet Flows the Don 
we expressed the conviction that Sholokhov, while wearing the mantle of the great Russian 
classic writers, was modern, original and universal. Subsequent volumes in this tetralogy 
pursued the theme of the ups and downs of collectivization, and came to grips with the 
Cossacks in peace and war, revolution and civil strife, resistance to the uprooting of tra- 
dition. Now in this sequel to Seeds of Tomorrow, there is still that universality in the 
closeup portrait of a people and a village. The story revolves around Davidov, a Leningrad 
metal worker appointed as Soviet Farm Chairman to complete the organization of Gremyachy 
Log. There is outward acceptance; the signing up of a few recalcitrants is joyously cele- ; q 
brated; but the work itself limps along, and there is endless diatribe against injustices, 
implications of social unrest, and evidence of the deep-rooted instincts of the peasants. 
A few characters reappear:- Shchukar, older but still a boaster, supplies comic relief; 
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Lukeria continues to enchant the opposite sex and makes trouble for Davidov, and 
Yakov plays his part in spearheading the final flareup of counter-revolution in 
which Davidov and Makar pay with their lives. Sholokhov has once again sustained 
his reputation as an interpreter of the Soviet collectivization and the peasants 
of the Don. His followers will welcome this latest book.

VILLA MIMOSA $3 «95 


Some may remember the earlier Island Rescue and its "Operation Venus", a 
minor wartime manoeuver involving the rescue of a cow; now another more significant 
espionage enterprise- "Operation Firefly"- deals with the evacuation of the Villa 
Mimonsa, near Pas de Calais, an establishment conducted by Madame and her six 
pensionnaires (filles----de joie) and patronized by officers of the Panzer Corps. 
And there Major Hans Ramberg met for not purely pleasurable purposes with other 
Germans as a central part of the anti-Hitler conspiracy. It is Charles Addison, 
alias Bertin, a watchmaker in the nearby village of Coville, who succeeds in gaining 
entree to the Villa Mimosa, wins Ramberg's admiration and partial confidence, returns 
to England to help blueprint "Firefly", and back to effect it successfully....Perhaps 
not quite as fresh as the first, but a pleasant, romantic skirmish.

Two thirds of this Civil War novel is exceptional, fresh in content and ap- 
proach, and backgrounded with the Vicksburg campaign- North and South. The last ue 
third peters out in interest, raises some ethical and moral questions, and dissolves 
in an atmosphere of sentimentality.... The story revolves around the Vicksburg 
McClellans- Chris, the father, Robert and David, the sons (who remain rather shadowy), 
and the two daughters, both very definite figures. Malvina is engaged to a neighbor, 
Justin, but finds she is not really in love with him when she meets Alan Miller, pre- 
sumably a Confederate officer on special assignment (actually a Yankee spy). For 
Alan too this is his one true love- and the conflict in loyalties poses what should 
have been a more vital issue, but isn't. Love wins out. The other daughter, Belle, 
a spoiled teen-ager, is in love with Malvina's fiance, Justin, and traps him into 
a compromising situation which is ultimately resolved by marriage. These dual ro- 
mances actually weaken the book, which is a powerfully contrived study of the many 
threads that merge into a campaign.

Vittorini is a contemporary of Moravia and Silone and he shares their con- : 
cerns, politically and morally. The two short novels contained in this book were < 
written fifteen years apart and, in a very clear introduction, the translator Frances 

Keene briefly discusses their stylistic differences and the influence of American 

writers who have figured in Vittorini's work. Frica, the earlier story, is set ina 

slum of a northern city and it is a record of unspeakable poverty and squalor written 

with such directness and simplicity that the effect is all the more devastating. Its 

young heroine is eventually forced into prostitution and she accepts this degradation, 

as an unavoidable fact of life, with stoicism and dignity. a Garibaldina takes place 

in Sicily.

THE TALENT SCOUT : $3.75 


This is a fable of modern evil, its arena a vaguely South American country full 
of ignorant Indians, rebellions and nervous embassies--- its cast a mixed lot of "enter- 
tainers", a hell-and-thunder preacher, a ventriloquist, a juggler, etc.,who have been 
summoned there by the dictator, Almayo. Nearly killed by Almayo's orders, rescued by a 
revolution, then in flight, they learn from Almayo's American mistress why Almayo has sent 
for them- and what (to paraphrase the mistress- a limited, college-type, do gooder) "the 
poor boy's problem is". Almayo wants to sell his soul to the Devil. An ignorant Indian, 
he has tried to find in power and corruption the talent that will lead to success- a talent 


he invests in the Devil, or his manifestations, among the oddly talented- the "entertainers". 


Throughout the rebellion Almayo's mistress seeks to "help the country"- and Almayo- by 
suggesting an analyst. Almayo, who has come to fear and hate her "goodness" attempts to 
track down his last hope, an “act” with a genuine smell of sulphur about it, but he fails, 
and disillusioned, is killed. A minor character suggests, in passing, that perhaps the only 
real human miracle is love--- life's only talent, survival..... This is all rather brittle, 
rather bitter, and not too profound- but it is dramatic and well-paced and has a certain 
fascination.

Sharp, Margery Little, Brown 
SOMETHING LIGHT $3.95 


An original idea, correspondingly original in its development, provides the 
impetus for a series of incidents- half comic, half tragic, wholly endearing from the 
reader's angle.

* It's hard to think that there's too much wrong with April and Frank Wheeler over 
and above what has been tagged the disenchantment syndrome of the average young married 
couple in the suburbs. An attractive pair (April is beautiful), with two children, a home 
in Connecticut, and friends nearby a little less limited than the rest of their neighbors,- 
still - a lot has rubbed off since they first played house together in a Village apartment. 
But while Frank has been able to accept a dullish job with a big bkusiness in New York, 
April's Bovaryish boredom, her reproaches, her flare-ups and nights spent on the sofa, 
would indicate that she is more than just a chafed spirit. For April's discontent is a real 
emotional destitution, and this, to Yates' great credit, is only imperceptibly apparent.

Wilson, Mitchell Doubleday 
MEETING AT A FAIR MERIDIAN $4.95 


Mitchell Wilson's biggest book since Live with Lightning (1949) also popular- 
izes and dramatizes the problems of the working physicist. Since that time when 
science was "not yet politics", they have somewhat changed and Wilson has kept up with 
them (a refresher course at M.I.T.) A popular American writer in Russia, he was also 
able to spend six months there meeting with Soviet scientists, exchanging ideas, and 
acquiring an authentic background for this novel which should cement the friendly col- 
laboration.... Nicholas Rennet, still a research man (although his old colleague had 
given up the laboratory for diplomacy) has lost the early excitement- even exaltation- 
of his work. His marriage also has come to an end, so that now he is in a thoroughly 
joyless and non-productive state of mind when he is invited to the U.S.S.R. by 
Goncharoff, working on parallel problems. At first in Moscow there is the affair 
with Annie Robinson but this disintegrates (Annie is afraid to love; Nicholas is un- 
able to love). Then there is Valya, a Russian girl, Goncharoff's associate, and 
Goncharoff runs a fairly highhanded interference (Russian women are for the Russians). 
But during a last meeting at an installation high in the mountains, where they test 
their theories and each other, greater mutual understanding and tolerance is reached- 
and Nicholas finds a new direction to his life.... Even though cosmic ray physics is 
the frequency, Wilson beams his story at an anything but abstract market; along with 
the rather glib lesson in international communication, there is the glossy romance and 
sympathetic annotations of Russian life (food, clothes, etc.).... Publisher support 
seems likely.

In the account of the attempts to control and wipe out hoof and mouth (uftosa) 
in Mexico veterinarian Bill Richardson's personal history becomes part of the field work, 
the vaccinations, disinfections, inspections, etc. Bill, from Ohio, is teamed with 
Gabriel, and they are sent from Huanchinango to Vera Cruz when a new outbreak occurs. 

Bill falls in love with - and is disturbed for the future by - young Maria whose death 
from anthrax solves his questions, finishes his career. Here are the spies used to check 
the men's work; the laborers who strike when they are to bury the slaughtered cattle; the 
owners and villagers that shoot and kill those who are ordered to destroy the sick herds; 
the hypocrisy of the members of the mission; the effects, since the virus is big business, 
on - and orders from - Washington; the contrasts of American and Mexican ways of thought, 
of love and living - these make up a documentary in a little known area that has, perhaps, 
more import as a sociological picture than as a narrative.

THE GIFT OF ROME : $4.00 


A murder trial, set in ancient Rome, is used apparently to display the 
unusual talents of Cicero. Cluentius writes to Cicero- he is to go on trial, accused 


of poisoning his stepfather and bribing a jury and he hopes that Cicero will defend 
him. Letters, and presently several meetings, reveal more. After his father died, 
Cluentius' mother, the fascinating, unscrupulous Sassia, seduced her own daughter's 
young husband. The girl went mad and died and Sassia, tired of the boy-husband, 
married strong Oppianicus who by proscription or outright murder removed the boy 

and all other relatives who might stand in their way. Cluentius escaped, and managed 
to break Oppianicus' power and hound him to death. It is Sassia who is behind the 
trial. Mad now, worshipping Oppianicus as the dead Osiris, she has turned her life- 
long rejection of her son into a plot for his death. Yet Cluentius, too, it turns 
out, tried to be revenged on her for the withdrawal of her love and is indeed partly 
responsible for Oppianicus' death. This violent Oedipus-tale is punctuated with ex- 
planations of Cicero's scarcely less violent techniques which are then displayed in a 
dramatic trial. Modern readers may be confused by the Roman version of "law" and the 
rolling language. However, the book is something of a feat and conveys a murky sense 
of a more primitive time, when bloodier passions could only be leashed by an equally 
passionate and personal use of Law.

With contemporary Cuba as a setting, this revolves around ex-ball player 
Hank Easter and his commission to produce TV commercials for the new government to 
convince Americans that Havana is safe. Hank is ignorant, but not for long, of the 
plot to kill El Comandante, and is circled by his own cameraman, Freddie Bing, a dog 
show judge, the traitorous Capt. Ximinez, the happy whore Feliciana and her "husband"

symbol of all women, is pursued by his model, Annie Grant (and she knows all the 
answers) and, between the political implications, the bribe offered him by Bing after 
his cameraman is killed, and the chance to set up Feliciana and Andreas as heroes for 
El Comandante, races against time to save himself and Annie and avert El Comandante's 
murder. Hide tough, marrow soft, this parades its masculinity in a reminiscent 
Heming-way- and misses its impact by that much.

And an arena 

it is, with victims thrown to the beasts, with shenanigans and extravaganzas arranged for 

the entertainment of the mob, with questionable manipulations behind the scenes, deals, 

wire pulling, cheap stunts. The first part follows the build up of a young and indifferent 
politician, Roy Sherwood, more concerned with asserting his potency with Ouida, neglected @ 

wife of a one-time associate and playboy, than in forwarding the bill the governor wants 

him to handle; the second part charts the tricking of a very junior senator into running 

for office, when what he thinks he wants is to stay home and win back his wayward wife; 

the third part records a junket in which the governor and his entourage visit a movie on 

location - and of the attempt to hush up a scandal which breaks wide open in his absence. 

Somehow the parts never jell, either on their own or as panels in an overall scene. And 

somehow one doesn't much care.

From the first "small trip"- because 
of the news- taken by Tania and her brother, Karel, and her parents, to their isola- 
tion in the first- of many- prison camps, the inevitable progression of the Jewish 
persecution is recorded; the black rimmed yellow star; the tattoed serial number, the 
shaved head. People leave- and disappear- her grandmother, her brother Karel, and 
always there is the specter of the "big chimney". Later there is her enforced sepa- 
ration from her parents, but she manages tostay near her friends, Ilse, whose sensuous 
drive sharpens and strengthens her ability to outwit and outlive others, and Eva- and 
these three survive the long months ahead- the death march as the liberating army ap- 
proaches.... Mrs. Berger tells her shadowed story of fear, terror, and somehow hope, 
with considerable sensibility and often by implication and indirection; this does not 
make it any less moving- only more bearable.

To the natives, Shady Bend, Texas, is a dead town, long before they reach 
the Sweet Dreams Funeral Parlor; to the spectators however, many of the goings on seem 
pretty lively- even reminiscent of a certain sex sump further north- and added to the 
everpresent escape, there's the encroaching problem of desegregation raising an even 
uglier head.

During the months here which are filled 
with all kinds of racy incidents, Cerise, abandoned to begin with, becomes available 
to any man; Tommy, having seduced Jill but failed to make the offer of marriage her 
mother demands, leaves town; Morgan's father dies- and he gets his chance to make 
something of his paper- and himself; and Jill learns the value of the steadier love he 
offers her. While by no means highminded, Mrs. Gallagher, in her first novel, never 
forgets she has a story to tell and she keeps it readable. Publisher promotion may 
well make it saleable.

She appears first as a girl of fifteen, on her betrothal day - a day 
which saw the onslaught of the Philistines, the wiping out of Rizpah's Hebrew household, 
Rizpah herself taken as a slave- and sold to one of the rulers of a Philistine tribe. Slowly 
her past is obliterated in the luxury of her present, until once again she survives a holo- 
caust, once again becomes one of her own race. Abner, Saul, David - successively fall 
victim to her seduction; she becomes a vital influence in the changing pattern of Jewish 
history; and a victim recurrently of the violence and the tragedies, racial, national and 
personal. Intrigue, superstition, conflicting loyalties tear asunder the courts, the 
armies, the households and the individuals. It is a horrifying portrait of an era, and a 
revealing characterization of the principals that dominated it.

GREAT AMERICAN SCIENTISTS $3.50 cloth $1.95 paper 


Here outlined in language the layman can understand are the major concerns 
of scientists today in the fields of physics, chemistry, astronomy and biology with 
brief portraits of the most eminent contributors in those sciences as defined by their 
colleagues. The profusion of young talent and brainpower is concentrated in the field 
of physics where the baffling problem of deciphering the new variety of subnuclear 
particles occupies much attention. Chemistry, the "middleman" science, imparts mat- 
erials and concepts in many directions and merges often with biology and physics. The 
prime preoccupation of astronomers is with the evolution of stars and planets, a new 
concentration on the whole universe rather than with details. Biologists are exciting- 
ly probing the DNA code which when fully researched will reveal how cells perform and 
react chemically. Short biographical sketches of the scientists mentioned in each 
area concludes this worthwhile and timely synopsis.

Reeves, Ambrose, Bish. of Johannesburg Houghton Mifflin 
SHOOTING AT SHARPEVILLE $3 .50 


Ambrose Reeves is the Bishop of Johannesburg. This book is an account of 
the shooting in Sharpeville township in the Transvaal on Monday, March 21, 1960. The 
author's position is in direct opposition to the "official" version of the tragedy and 
he supports his contention with a straightforward account of what seems to be the 
irrefutable facts and with thirty photographs taken at the scene of the shooting. In 
resistance to the "pass" law the Pan African Congress had called on Africans to stay 
away from work on March 2lst. But the group that assembled at the Sharpeville Police 
station were there for various reasons, some to protest, some out of simple curiosity. 
The police opened fire on the crowd, killing 67 and injuring 186 and the authorities 
have continued to justify the action and have even commended the police force. Bishop 
Reeves feels that the Sharpeville incident has consequences far beyond the immediate 
disastrous results and that it will, in fact, be considered a watershed in South 
African affairs. His book is a persuasive and moving testament.

BETRAYAL AT THE U.N. 





The suicide of former U.N. diplomat Paul Bang-Jensen on Thanksgiving Day of 
1959 gained immediate if ephemeral attention from the American press. The New York 
authorities called it the "perfect suicide”. The authors of this book quite seriously

disagree. Prior to his death, Bang-Jensen left the U.N. over his refusal to release an 
important list of witnesses from the 1956 Hungarian uprisings. This book points out that 
certain rumors were current at that time implying the man was despondent, had good reason ‘EZ, 
to commit suicide, and so on. Not so, say the authors. Upon carefully investigating the @ 
Bang-Jensen story, talking to people who knew him, interrogating those who discovered the 

body (the writers feel the position of the body did not indicate suicide), they conclude 

foul play was a strong possibility. Who might have done it?- Iron Curtain elements who 

not only wanted Bang-Jensen out of the U.N. because of his knowledge of Russian deporta- 

tions of Hungarians and his firm anti-Communism, but wanted him out of the way for good. 

The authors pressed their search, talking to many others but getting little satisfaction 

from U.N. officials themselves. Although their idea seems a fantastic one (the book often 
reads with the suspense of a detective thriller) the arguments don't always support the 

thesis. The writers seem to become subjective in key scenes, and produce a carload of 
arguments and suppositions without presenting adequate supportive fact. One is never sure 
however that they may not be right, by their own analysis, or simply by chance. The book 

may cause a furor, and a complete re-examination of the case. (LC:61-6796)

Gibney, Frank Duell, Sloan & Pearce 
THE KHRUSHCHEV PATTERN $4.95 


Thanks to Nikita S. Khrushchev, says Frank Gibney, world Communism is in far 
better shape in 1960 than it was in 1953 after Stalin's rule. Conceding that there have 
been exceptions and setbacks, Gibney credits Khrushchev with pulling off a prodigious 
public relations trick in achieving throughout most of the world a new Madison Avenue- 
style "public image" for a country whose very name was anathema before he came to power. 
Gibney, former Time, Life and Newsweek staffer and author of the recent The Operators 
examines in this readable book Communism's status in every section of the world. He finds 
Communism succeeding in Latin America and the Middle East, failing in Western Europe and ® 
in Africa. He examines the relations of Russia and Red China. It is Gibney's conclusion 
that Khrushchev's superficially reasonable tactics are as terrible a threat as Stalin's 
more Obvious aggression, and the U.S. had better get a move on in doing something more 
than simply reacting to Soviet tactics. An appendix gives a rundown on Communism's status 
in about every country from Afghanistan to Vietnam.

THINKING MACHINES $4.00 


Adler, who has already done a great deal to explain mathematics to the layman, 
now allays any existing fears (based on ignorance) the reader may have about computers 
and gives a concise, understandable presentation of what computers are and the theory upon 
which they are based. Computers and machines are described as "idiots" and Adler shows 
that with a great deal of human ingenuity we can get these "idiots" to think. One of the 
exceptional features of the book is that there is a nice balance drawn between the practical 
use of machines and the principles upon which they are based. He simply explains two types 
of Boolean algebras, shows how these theories can be applied to design switching circuits 
and the switching circuits used in turn to build computers. One of the best illustrations 
is a section designed so that the reader-becomes one of the components of a Turing machine. 
With a few hours of reading and a little "pencil pushing", the reader can obtain a basic 
understanding of computers and an appreciation for the men who design them.... Valuable 
for all laymen wishing to understand the coming age of automation, and excellent for high 
school students.

Harding, Bertita Bobbs-Merrill 
CONCERTO: The Glowing Story of Clara Schumann $5 .00 


The breath of life has been fused into the love story of Clara Wieck and 
Robert Schumann, and all the makings of a fairy tale romance are here:- two gifted 
young people held apart by a stern, uncompromising father, and the dodges by which 
they fanned the flame of love and kept in touch during years when Friedrich Wieck 
thought he had achieved his goal- that of keeping his daughter dedicated to the muse 
of her art. Bertita Harding has in the main resisted the fictionization of the story, 
and has used hitherto untapped resources in a rich correspondence and pages from suc- 
cessive diaries to make Clara and Robert speak for themselves. Clara- after the mar- 
riage (the right won in the law courts)- found herself in an ambivalent position. 
Pregnancies (they had a very large family) interfered with her concert programs, but 
even more vital was her wish to add to her husband's laurels, to push his compositions, 
to gain him recognition. When his mental breakdown caused their permanent separation, 
she was forced into putting her music first once again; only her concert engagements 
financed the family. And those years Bertita Harding has handled objectively, seeing 
Clara as an artist with one central goal: her children "farmed out", with little 
thought on her part of the disastrous effect it would have on them, her husband insti- 
tutionalized, her friendship with the self-abnegatory Brahms used for her own- not his 
ends. The very honesty of the portrait, made credible by careful analysis of the 
changes as they came, gives authenticity to the whole picture. This biography is set 
in the frame of musical history; other figures cross and recross the stage; the poli- 
tical scene too is given its moments. But in the main this is a biography for music 
lovers and the cognescenti. (LC:61-7896)

Redman, Alvin Coward-McCann 
THE HOUSE OF HANOVER $5.75 


From the accession of George I in 1714 to the death of Victoria in 1901 the 
Hanovers ruled England; this book by an English publisher gives a compressed account 
of the dynasty, together with the story of their forebears and family connection, their 
consorts and mistresses, children and ministers -- and that of the England over which 
they reigned for some 200 years. It is a confused tale but from it the Hanovers emerge: 
the first two Georges, with their untidy morals and fat mistresses; the demented and 
stubborn George III, tyrannizing over his vast family and losing America; George IV, 
debauched, broadminded, intelligent, with his incredible wife Caroline; his brother, 
William IV, The Sailor King, profane and jovial; his niece Victoria. Inheriting the 
family tendency to tyranny but not its sketchy morals, Victoria married Albert of Saxe- 
Coburg, bore him nine children, submitted reluctantly to the advice of her ministers, 
and ruled for 64 years, leaving England mistress of an Empire and giving her own name 
to her era. There is much more in the book than the Hanoverians: long accounts of 
family history and of the Saxe-Coburgs; tales of John Wilkes and of children in mines; 
stories of Prime Ministers, prostitutes, and generals. Too long for easy reading and 
at times a jumble of names and details, this book will appeal to addicts of 18th and 
19th-century English history and politics; with its excellent bibliography it should 
be a valuable reference text for students and teachers. Illustrated. Bibliography.

Roy, Jules Grove Press 
THE WAR IN ALGERIA Cloth $3.50; Evergreen $.75 


Possibly the fact that this testament of faith by Jules Roy, son of a 
settler in Algeria, a man who has devoted his life to the Army of France, is a run- 
away best seller in France will help achieve the goal he has stated- the end of the 
war in Algeria. For the thing about this book that makes its success phenomenal, is 
that he is unequivocally on the side of the Arabs, who demand recognition of nation- 
alism in Algeria and a right to be considered people rather than cattle, to throw off 
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the trammels of colonialism. Their cause is the cause of freedom everywhere. Jules Roy 
was raised in Algeria; his family live there; but he does not hesitate to accuse the 

French in Algeria of blindness, intolerance, bigotry. He returns to Algeria-feeling it 
incumbent upon him to carry the standard of his friend Camus and tell the truth as he ( 
finds it. He describes the violence, the destruction, the terror- with an anguish that 
informs its every line. Beautifully and poetically written, this is a literary work as 
well as documentary evidence of a futile war.

Strausz-Hupe, Kintner & Possony Harper 
A FORWARD STRATEGY FOR AMERICA $4.95 


The authors contend that permanent co-existence with the Soviet Union is im- 
possible. Therefore, while disclaiming "preventive war" they call for a "tough" U.S. 
policy toward Russia with increased Western armament, stepped-up "political warfare" and 
tightened trade restrictions. They believe this would result in the kind of pressure 
that would force the Russian leaders to concentrate on the home front, turning their 
backs on Communist expansion and eventually relinquishing power to a democratic successor 
government. As the authors see it the real conflict is not between capitalism and a 
planned economy - which can easily exist side by side - but rather between democracy and 
political totalitarianism. To win the "cold war", the authors say, the U.S. must seek a 
more effective partnership with European nations,find a new basis for mutual respect and 
cooperation with the countries of Asia, the Middle-East, Africa, and Latin America and 
frustrate Communist plans to establish a world order in the Communist image. The book 
examines in detailed, exceedingly dogmatic, textbook style just how this is to be done.

Eisenschiml, Otto Bobbs-Merrill 
THE HIDDEN FACE OF THE CIVIL WAR $5.00 


- In spite of its title this latest book by a writer known for his controversial 
attitude toward the Civil War contains few mysteries and fewer hidden facts. Depending 
largely on "ifs", the author presents statements with which many of his readers will fail 
to agree. Jf Lincoln had declared the Southern ports "closed" instead of "blockaded", a 
difference in legal terminology, could the "virtual loss of the entire merchant marine by 
Southern privateers" have been prevented, as the author intimates? Jf these same ports 
had been attacked from the rear, as the amateur strategian, Asa Mahan, advised, could they 
have been captured? Was Mahan's advice ignored because Stanton and other cabinet members 
wanted to prolong the war? Stressing Lincoln's meddling with McClellan and Grant's blunders 
rather than his victories, the author tells also of Jefferson Davis' stubborn incompetence 
and of Lee's amazing aversion to maps; on Lee's inability to restrain his "fighting fury" 
in battle he blames the defeat at Gettysburg and Meade's "hollow victory". In his estimate 
of various Civil War generals, the most valuable part of the book, he credits only Forrest 
with "military ability near genius", places Lee below Longstreet, gives Grant a dubious 
rating below McClellan, and fails to mention Sherman. More valuable as a stimulant than 
for its factual content, this book will hold a certain, if negative, appeal to addicts of 
formal Civil War history; war buffs on both sides will find it both biased and irritating.

Harrer, Heinrich Dutton 
TIBET IS MY COUNTRY $5.00 


Thubten Norbu, the brother of the Dalai Lama, has told his story (it was actually 
taped) to Heinrich Harrer who spent Seven Years in Tibet (Harrer's account appeared in 1954) 
and was the tutor to the Dalai Lama. Norby's life, as well as that of the temporal and 


spiritual leader, reflects of course at the close the threatened existence of his country > 


with the infiltration of Chinese Communism. Most of his story deals however with the 

earlier years; his childhood in a primitive mountain village under fairly rigorous cir- 
cumstances (the Dalai Lama, as the other children before him, was born in the cow byre); 
his selection at the age of eight, as the reincarnation of a famous monk, to assume his 
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tions, and was captured at the defeat at Quebec. Returned to New York from the Quebec 
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benefice at the monastery of Kumbum- and the continuing homesickness (Norby was always 
particularly attached to his family); the years of advanced study before he became the 
Abbot of Kumbun- while, paralleling his experience, his much younger brother was chosen, 
after a two year search, as the new incarnation of the Dalai Lama. With the menace of 
Communism, Norbu became a prisoner in his own monastery, and fearing that his relationship 
to the Dalai Lama made his position even more restrictive, turned over his monastery to a 
younger man, and the last chapters deal with his own flight- as well as that of the Dalai 
Lama.... A soft-spoken and unpretentious story has a good deal of fascinating material- on 
life in the hills of Tibet- on the severe disciplines of the Buddhist faith- on the struggle 
to preserve it both within and without the country, and it reflects the warmth of heart and 
vision of the man himself. (LC:61-5040) 


Richardson, Anthony Dutton 
ONE MAN AND HIS DOG $4.00 


The man is Jan Bozdech, a Czechoslovakian, who, shot down behind the lines when 
flying in the French Air Force in 1940, found the Alsatian puppy, escaped with him and 
took him with him through the retreat and occupation. Antis was there when Jan and his 
fellow fliers headed south, made their way to England and became members of the R. A. F. 
The development of Antis, his training and the problems he created and how Jan handled 
them, never deserting the dog even when he had to disobey rules, result in Antis' acquiring 
a legendary status, particularly when he flew, well hidden, on fighting missions.

Ranger cf the Revolut:cn 


Covering in part the same ground as the author's excellent Henry Kncx, Wash _ng- 
ton's General, this carefully documented book should serve as the definitive biography of 
a spectacular and oddly neglected hero of the American Revolution. Like that "Ranger" of 
the Civil War, Nathan Bedford Forrest, Daniel Morgan, "Ranger of the Revolution", was a 
frontiersman who loved a fight, was often in trouble, and was a master of military tactics. 
Born in Pennsylvania in 1736, desperately poor and with little education, he worked as a 
boy as a teamster on Blue Ridge trails in Virginia. A huge man with a violent temper, he 
was with Washington in the French and Indian War in 1758, and in 1775, at the outbreak of 
the Revolution, organized his own band of picked riflemen to join Washington in Cambridge. 
Under Benedict Arnold he marched in the abortive attack on Canada, suffered great priva- 


prison, he recruited his "Morgan's Rangers", fought at Saratoga and in other engagements, 
and in January, 1781, at the Cowpens, South Carolina, defeated the British under Tarleton 
in one of the decisive battles of the war. After the war Morgan, crippled with rheumatism, 
retired to Winchester, Virginia, emerging to help put down the Whiskey Rebellion and to go 
to Congress; he died in Winchester in 1802 at the age of 66. Although uneven in style and 
over-fictionized, this careful study of a brilliant general is an important addition to 
American military annals and will appeal to students and teachers of Revolutionary War 
history; armchair historians and casual readers may find it heavy going. Bibliographical 
notes.

This is a footnote to an earlier work by the authors entitled The Capitalist 
Man-festo and though this book can be read independently it would be Well to have some 
knowledge of the previous Man: festo Here the authors treat one of the problems of the 
Industrial Revolution - the concentration of capital. Capital is defined as Karl Marx said 
it was: the means and creator of production and wealth. In the U.S. capital wealth is | 
concentrated in the hands of a mere 3% of the people, thus creating a power elite. In order 
to avoid this and win the war against socialism the authors propose the birth of new capi- 
talists. How? The state should finance the new capitalists, and the authors present a 
number of plans to effect this. In their desperation to deflate the utopian enthusiasm 
generated by Marxian economic analysis these two capitalists are a little utopian themselves. 
Asking the state to create an economic and political atmosphere in antithesis to socialism 
sounds like jumping from the frying pan into the fire. What Marx had analysed and criticized 
remains the perennial headache of the economic theorists. But this book is an honest, intel- 
ligent attempt, definitely worth the reading time - for a special audience. (LC:61-6562)

Stillman, Edmund & Pfaff, William Coward-McCann | 
THE NEW POLITICS $4.00 


This is an examination of the realities of American foreign policy. The authors 
spend little time deploring the fact that present American foreign policy is defective 
though they do point out what they consider basic flaws in the traditional American notion 
of the conduct of political affairs. They believe that, fundamentally, our policy failure 
is one of political intelligence (ironically, in view of the fact that the American culture 
is best defined in political terms) and an exalted but misguided sense of our mission in 
history. They deal at length with the doctrine of containment and maintain that although 
it was a suitable diplomatic position in 1947 it has now become an anachronism. They 
discuss Russia and China's political and cultural characteristics; the emergence of the 
neutralist (mot "uncommitted") states; the technology of war as it affects the balance of 
power in the world; and they suggest some concrete changes in policy for a "transformed" 
world. Among them: closing down our overseas bases; a reassessment of our plethora of 
alliances for their political meaning; and, most striking, massive injections of capital 
into those few nations in the world which are at "take-off", for example, India, Brazil, 
United Arab Republic, Turkey, possibly Poland. Clearly written, tightly reasoned, in- 
formed with literary and philosophical intelligence The New Politics is a pertinent, contro- 
versial and provocative book. It will doubtless receive respectful critical attention. A

Bach, Marcus Dodd, Mead 
STRANGE SECTS AND CURIOUS CULTS $4.50 


This is an anthology of what the author calls "off-beat" religions and his point 
of view is that one man's heresy is another man's faith. He deals with both ancient and 
modern religions of an obviously dramatic nature, dividing his book into three parts: Sex 
Sects, Conscience Cults and Search for Utcpia. He discusses the derivations and ritual e 
drama of the cult of Osiris, Voodooism, Shivism and the various representations of Baal in 
the Middle East. Among the Conscience Cults he places flagellants and apocalyptic groups 
of one kind or another, with special emphasis on Los Hermanos Penitentes - found in the 
American south west. In this section he also includes such spiritualistic phenomena as the 
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"mail-order" religions, Father Divine and the Oxford Group. Most of the Utopians 

are American, Christian and communal: the Shakers, Canadian Donkhobors, Mormons and 
Amanas. In a final section called Faith is a Feeling he extolls the contributions 
and usefulness of religions of all kinds. One wonders to whom this book is addressed 
and whether or not the information contained in it might just as readily be found in 
an encyclopedia.

Dos Passos, John Houghton Mifflin 
MIDCENTURY $5.95 


The publishers call this a "contemporary chronicle" - but it is a difficult 
book to classify. It describes the turmoil of the midcentury years- when veterans 
were unable to make adjustment to the world they returned to, when labor became the 
victim of power complex, when personalities stood out in sharp contrast, reflecting 
the world of entertainment, of politics, of labor, of the military. Here are profiles- 
scarcely definable as portraits in the round- of Walter Reuther, Harry Bridges, Jimmy 
Hoffa; of Young Bob La Follette and Eleanor Roosevelt; of General Douglas MacArthur and 
General Dean; of Sam Goldwyn and Jimmy Dean, and so on. These to me are the best of the 
whole melange. The Documentaries - 25 of them - are an odd assortment of headlines 
and brief stories; there are bits of free verse that were singularly reminiscent of 
Whitman - with some of that impact. There are records of so-called Investigations, 
that on the face of them would seem to show how many loopholes are unplugged. And 
finally there are what might be called three novels, broken into parts, and dramatizing 
the sordid doubleplay of union machinations, the crooked politics, the price of unfair 
competition, the penalties exacted from the little people to fatten the purses of the 
rich and powerful. It is not a pretty picture, this "midcentury" he paints. There 
is cynicism and bitterness here, disillusionment and pathos, and occasional beauty 
and sentiment. Scenes are sharpened by contrast between fact and fiction, and the 
stories emerge set in a frame of reference through this new technique that gives them 
sharpened reality. It is not easy reading. (LC:61-5359)

Cordell, Richard Indiana University Press 
SOMERSET MAUGHAM $5.95 


This brief book is obviously a labor of love. The author not only knows. 
the British writer personally, but by the judicious use of adjectives (Maugham is 
"not a member of the crossword-puzzle school of writers, who receive the attention of 
little quarterlies and esoteric scholarly journals") betrays his sympathy with many 
of the famous story-teller's literary views--the necessity of clear prose, the value 
of both plot and character, and the unfairness of many critics. Maugham has stated 
that he wants no biographies written about him, and the biographical part of this 
"biographical and critical study", although enriched with some first-hand materials, 
is not extensive and contains no salty personal revelations. Rather, biographical 
and literary aspects of Maugham are skillfully intertwined, to show the extensive use 
he has made of both his personal experiences and his personal philosophy in his 
writings. Maugham's philosophy comes across less clearly; it is sometimes hard to - 
completely connect the tenets stressed (atheism, physiological determinism of person- 
ality, and "hedonism") with the philosophers who supposedly influenced him--Plato, 
Spinoza, and Schopenhauer. This is not surprising in a book of this length which dis- 
cusses in some detail all of Maugham's important works--novels, plays, short stories, 
travel books, and essays. In the course of a final summary of the differing critical 
evaluations of Maugham, Mr. Cordell places the author where Maugham has placed him- 
self, "in the very front row of the second-raters", but points out that this ranks 
him with such talents as Thackeray, Gide, Hardy, and Conrad. A graceful and lucid 
presentation of the achievements of a writer whose sales are counted in the millions 
but who has never pandered to popular taste, this book should attract many readers, 
in spite of its price high for its size.

This was originally reported for September 23rd publication, on p. 657 (1960) as 
follows: "On December 10, 1941, two of Britain's mightiest warships sailed from Singapore 
to attack Japanese forces in the Gulf of Siam. A few hours later, both ships had gone to 
the bottom, victims of overwhelming enemy airpower. Building slowly but inevitably to this 
tragic climax, the author recounts each ship's history, retelling the classic Bismarck 
sinking of 1941, the Atlantic Pact Conference of the same year, and other stories involving 
one or the other of the ships. He then analyzes the strategic reasons for Churchill's 
ordering of the ships to defend the Far East, concluding that because of lack of air support 
and misuse of other naval units available, it was a classic blunder. Above all, he proves 
how the sinking once and for all sounded the death knell to large capital ships which can 
be destroyed by one well-placed bomb. A good job, although somewhat overlong and, at times, 
repetitious.

LUKE SHORT AND HIS ERA $3.50 


Although this rambling and unpretentious biography is set in the rip-roaring 
days of the post-Civil War West, its protagonist is for once neither outlaw nor frontier 
marshal, but a man of business, a professional gambler who made money out of his career 
and kept it. Born in 1854, one of a large family, Luke Short grew up on the Texas frontier 
not far from Fort Worth, at 16 joining a cattle-drive from that city up the Chisholm Trail 
to Abilene and Dodge City, Kansas, where he became friendly with Bat Masterson, Wyatt Earp 
and Doc Holliday, and fell in love with professional gambling. As an expert, and usually 
square, faro dealer, Short's career covered the West. In Tombstone he shot a man in self- 
defense; in the Black Hills, temporarily deserting cards, he made money selling whiskey 
illegally to Indians and killed half a dozen of them in the process; in Denver he learned 
the joys of fine clothes. Returning to Dodge City, he established himself in the Long 
Branch Saloon, but in 1883 was run out of town by a rival gambler and politician, Court- 
right, in the "Dodge City War"; in Fort Worth, four years later, Short, now running a plush 
saloon, killed Courtright in self-defense. More or less respected as a man of business but 
never receiving the social recognition for which he longed, Short lived to see gambling 
made illegal and died at the age of 39, more important as a symbol of his time than for 


himself. Carefully documented but badly arranged and too long for its subject, this book ® 


will appeal to Western buffs of various breeds; historians of the Old West will value it 
for its lengthy account of the now forgotten "Dodge City War".

From its 
first explosive outbreak, this traces its itinerary from Asia, Euroue, to the U.S., 
from army camps to navy ships and penitentiaries, and to the cities where it was most 
disastrous- Boston, the focus of infection, Philadelphia,where one casket manufacturer 
could have sold 5000 in two hours. Its most susceptible victims, pregnant women ana 
strong young men; its symptomology; the quarantines and preventative measures recom- 
mended (in Paris, a society doctor recommended a night cap; here there were masks 
along with high fines for expectoration); its more famous casualties; its saints- and 
charlatans and profiteers; and finally its cessation, as inexplicabie as its caise..

weaknesses. This is an odd book for Daphne du Maurier to have undertaken, unless the weird 
fascination of the Bronte story found answering echo in her own attraction to somewhat 

morbid settings and themes. Her craftsmanship has made of the material something more than 

a case of literary research; almost one feels that she is unravelling a long distorted 
mystery. But it is unlikely that even her name will achieve for it the wide and sure 
popularity of her earlier work.

His mother's gaiety was a kind of 
disguise, unknown even to herself, for the terrible insecurity of her early life. His father, 
an ex-soldier, was a brooding drunkard who couldn't take very kindly to the solemn little 
Momma's boy who patterned himself after the English public school heroes he read about in 
the boys' weeklies. But if Mick Donovan was a trial to his wife and son he and his family 
were at least colorful and the author writes of them and their extraordinary neighbors with 
avpreciation and some affection. He recalls his abominable school years, his desperate at- 
tempts to educate himself - which were both comic and pathetic, and the teacher and Repu- 
blican who was both mentor and friend. He writes of his escapades with the Republican 
volunteers (after the Easter Rebellion), and his imprisonment and he ends the account with 
his realization that, as a man, he would never be at home with the people he loved, their 
religion and their unfathomable patriotism. There is much in this story that would be un-

Cowell, Adrian Knopf 
THE HEART OF THE FOREST $5.00 


* This is the autobiographical account of a young Englishman who spent several 
months among the Indians in the heart of Brazil. It is delightful reading, while 
scarcely an ordinary travel book. The Centro Expedition (which Adriano, as he was 
known to the Indians, joined) was led by Orlando Villas Boas and was part of an immense 
plan to develop Brazil by shifting its capital from the coast into the center of its 
vast natural resources. The expedition's job is to discover this geographical center, 
and burn an airstrip there. What Adriano's account becomes, unobtrusively, is a sensi- 
tive, understanding record of a doomed way of life. Central Brazil is still the most 
remote and savage part of the world and the Villas Boas brothers had worked among 
Indians who will kill strangers at sight, establishing friendship, dispensing medicine 
and a few goods, not with any ordinary missionary intent but in the hope of making the 
imminent shift to civilization less lethal. Adriano, paddling with the brothers down 
the jungle waters of the Xingu, learns to hunt and to go hungry with the Indians, to 
understand the language and workings of a wholly "functional" (survival) mind, and he 
himself experiences a few dangerous moments from Indians and animals. There are no 
heroics, but an unassuming humor and a very observant eye as he describes the jungle 
life and tribes already reduced by half-seen pressures. It is absorbing and perhaps 
one of the most charming accounts of primitive life ever written by a "civilizado”. 


Sartre, Jean-Paul Knopf 
THE CONDEMNED OF ALTONA $3 .50 


Sartre writes plays as if they were detective stories and this latest play 
is no exception to the rule. It moves within a high velocity of mystery designed to 
keep the audience awake at all costs. There are five principal characters - a German 
industrialist, his two sons, a daughter and a sister-in-law, but there is sufficient 
plot to accommodate a host of others. The hero of the play is one of the sons, Franz 
Gerlach, who represents the innocence of Germany betrayed by the terror of Hitler. 
He returned from the Russian front to cloister himself for thirteen years in his room. 
Here he had once harbored a Jew, fleeing from a pre-war concentration camp. His father 
has six months to live and now attempts to persuade the mad son to return to life. 
Gerlach's other children, the son destined to inherit the family fortune, and the 
daughter carrying on an incestous affair with Franz, live under the domination of the 
man in the room. The main plot resolves itself when Franz confronts his father and, 
regaining his sanity, admits his guilt in the Nazi terror: he had been a torturer and 
his father was an informer. Both destroy themselves and the incestous sister enters 
the room of guilt to commence her penance as the play ends. Fast moving, with consi- 
derable action and psychological revelation, The Condemned of Altona is a good play 
in the European style. It has only one weakness - common to most modern European plays. 
The playwright, although affirming a love for humanity in the abstract, never seems to 
display any compassion towards his characters. Still it is exciting reading and should 
be better theater.
